The Classification Review Division (CRD) is returning 11 pages of Foreign 
Relations of the United States (FRUS) manuscripts which we recently received 
from you. These documents are a part of Volume VII, 1951, ''Korea and China". 


In reviewing these pages East Asia Division in the Directorate of Operations 
commented as follows: 


(1) 21 XAM - This is only one page of a series of documents concerning

Because 
of the very delicate state of balance of these relationships 
at the present time, it is believed that either country 
will be very sensitive to the publication in the near 
future of material which relates even to past programs 


affecting the status of the mainland or the island of
